would decide for them how 
they may or may not use 
their public and private 
lands. For many States, it 
would make it almost im­ 
possible to expand housing, 
power facilities or industry. 
Even 
officials 
of 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency admit they don’t 
really know how to define 
‘significant deterioration,’’ 
he added. 
“ Under 
the 
proposed 
legislation, industries could 
lie reduced to such low levels 
of production that they 
would be forced to close," 


Collins pointed out. 
For 
instance, 
the 
Congressman said, only 
power plants producing 400 
MW or less daily would be 
allowed in areas with a 
gently sloping terrain. Since 
it is uneconomical and 
wasteful of energy resources 
for a plant to produce less 
than 1000 MG daily, many 
potential power plants would 
never be built. Many others 
would be forced to shut 
down. 
“ Processing of 98 percent 
of Kentucky’s coal reserves 
could be prohibited under 
this law; West Virginia’s 
coal production could suffer 
by 86 percent; mineral 
deposits such 
as 
coal, 
uranium and oil shale in 
Montana, Wyoming. Utah 


and Colorado would be 
untouchable 
b e c a us e 
Federal lands covered by 
this air law lie adjacent to 
them, he went on. “ Collins 
asserted. 
“ We all know the cost of 
electricity is rising,” he 
went on. “ Existing and 
proposed legislation would 
increase 
the 
trend 
by 
making it practically im­ 
possible to produce new 
power. There are better and 
cheaper ways to keep our air 
clean. 


“ In Texas, the proposed 
Trinity Green Belt would be 
an ideal solution,” Collins 
claimed. “ The project would 
provide for 8,000 acres (rf 
open, green space in the 
middle of Dallas. Open space 
lets air circulate and filters 
out pollutants. Greenery 
a l l o w s 
c o n t i n u o u s 
oxygenation. 
“ Investing Federal money 
for land is too inadequate, 
but the Green Belt would 
offer a permanent and 
productive investment.”

“The long process begins 
with a hybridizer who may 
set out as many as 30,000 
seedlings in one year. These 
seedlings are judged for 
color, shape, firmness and

scent. Out of all of these, five 
or six promising plants may 
be selected- for further 
study.” 
These select plants are 
then grafted onto sturdy 
understock roses and sub­ 
jected to years of outdoor 
testing for strength, disease

hor­ 
ticulturist. 
These 
ob­ 
servations are made in test 
gardens 
throughout 
the 
United States. 
Janne points out that all 
plants of any specific variety 
come from one selected 
plant. 
For future rose growers,

buying 


strong, healthy plants from 
reputable nurseries or retail 
stores. 


“ Plant

drained beds that have 
plenty of organic matter and 
that get at least six hours of 
sun a day. Water the roses 
often, spray regularly for 
blackspot control, and apply 
a complete fertilizer im­

Bargain Seed Rapped 


When the time comes to 
plant your garden, avoid 
spending your hard earned 
money on bargain seed, 
cautions James R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agent with the 
T e x a s

Extension Service 
A prime rule for success in 
home gardening is to get the 
best seed you can. You may 
have to shell out a few extra 
pennies, but the added cost 
will pay off in better yields 
and better spirits at year's 
end. 
Because seed, like used 


cars, varies in quality from 
dealer to dealer, the county 
agent advises buying from a 
reputable seed dealer. The 
best dealers offer treated 
seed 
to 
protect 
young 
seedlings from attack from 
soil borne diseases and in­ 
sects. 
Regardless of where you 
buy seed, be sure the per­ 
centage of germination is 
marked on each package or 
seed bin. This tells you what 
percentage of the seed is 
viable or capable of living 
and growing.

Gardening can still 
be 
successful in areas of C odin 
County having heavy clay 
soils, 
says

Seed germination in heavy 
clay soils can be improved 
by providing a substitute for 
the clay soil immediately 
around the seed.

stands, buy seed that is at 
least 80 percent viable. 
Another important thing to 
look for when buying garden 
seed is “date of testing.” 
This refers to the age of the 
seed and if it was carried 
over from last season. To be 
on the safe side, buy seed 
with a recent testing date 
Of course, buying seed of 
recommended varieties is 
important for a successful 
garden. You may want to try 
new varieties on a small 
scale, but do not discard an 
old variety for something 
new and untried. 
Seed left over from last 
year is probably safe to use. 
provided it was stored in a

Is Ex-Boxer

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Jack Warden can take a 
punch. 
In his long and motley 
career Jack has absorbed 
many a shot to the chops 
both 
p hysically 
and 
psychologically. 
He has survived and now is 
a nominee for an Academy 
Award for best supporting 
actor of the year, thanks to 
his perform ance as the 
businessman in “Shampoo.” 
Playing tough guys comes 
naturally to the 55-year-old 
veteran, who started out as a 
prize fighter in his native 
New Jersey where his old 
street corner cronies still 
call him Red. 
An amateur boxer at 16, he 
turned pro and became a 
prom ising m iddlew eight. 
But he never earned more 
than $10 for six-rounders in 
the ring. He once fought a 
semifinal 
bout 
against 
a 
contender. 
He gave up boxing at 18 for 
more 
lethal 
fighting. 
He 
headed for China to join the 
Y angtze 
R iver 
patrol, 
fighting gunboat battles in 
1938. During World War ll he 
volunteered for the famed 
101st Airborne Division. 
P a ra tro o p er 
W arden 
slammed into a tree on a 
jump and 
spent 
a 
year 
hospitalized in a body cast. 
He survived. 
During his m onths of 
recuperation in the service 
he 
read 
the 
cla ssics, 
Moliere, Shakespeare and 
Chekov and decided 
to 
become an actor. 
He didn’t know the acting 
dodge might 
leave more 
scars than combat and the 
prize ring. He does now. 
After years of struggling 
in 
little 
theater 
he 
distinguished him self on 
Broadway. Eventually the 
road led to Hollywood and 
such hits as “From Here to 
Eternity” and “ 12 Angry 
Men.” 
Like 
m any 
genuinely 
tough 
guys 
and 
m ost 
p r o fe ssio n a l 
fig h te r s, 
Warden is a gentle, self- 
effacing man. It would never 
occur to him to give evidence 
of his macho. 4 
' 
Today he is taking more 
than a few body blows as the 
star of “Jigsaw John” a new 
television series in which he 
plays 
a 
Los 
A ngeles 
detective. The show is not a 
hit. It is, in fact, struggling 
to stay alive. 
“Sometimes it 
takes a 
while for a show to find an 
audience,” he said easily. 
“This isn’t my first series. 
“I had a three-year run 
with ‘The Wackiest Ship in 
the Army’ and I did ‘The 
Asphalt Jungle.’ I took my 
time about doing another 
series because so many of 
them are bad.” 
In ‘Jigsaw John’ Warden 
plays the role of a real life 
lx)S Angeles cop, Detective 
John St. John who holds 
badge No. I. 
“He’s supposed to be the 
best cop on the torce,” 
Warden said. “He’s got a 98 
per cent conviction record. 
They call him in on all the 
tough cases. I think that 
gives 
the 
series 
m ore 
dimension than other cops 
and robbers shows. 
“And Hike the fact that we 
work on locations around 
town 90 per cent of the time. 
I 
love it. 
The air 
gets 
stagnant on sound stages. 
And so do actors.” 
Jack feels he meets a 
better class of people on the 
streets than he does in the 
studios. 
Warden would be a heavy­ 
weight by boxing standards 
today. His red hair is sparse. 
His nose is testimony to his 
early fighting days. 
For years he could, and 
did, drink with the best of 
them. On one occasion he 
spent the night in a drunk 
tank. 
“ I put on a lot of weight for 
my part in ‘Shampoo,’” he 
said. “ I lost 25 pounds in 
three months for the series. 
It 
w asn’t 
hard. 
I 
quit 
drinking and stayed on a 
protein diet.” 
Warden stays in shape on 
the tennis court and is one of 
the better players among 
Hollywood actors. 
He has incorporated his 
love for the gam e on the 
NBC-TV show and in one 
episode played a match with 
guest star Bobby Riggs. 
If “Jigsaw John” fails to 
make the grade, it won’t be 
the end of the world for the 
actor. Nor will he com e 
unglued if he fails to win the 
Oscar. 
There’s plenty of room for 
more scar tissue on War- 
Hern's resilient hide.
